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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in reference to response received on 19 May 2005 to the office action 
nnailed on 02 May 2005. There are 20 claims, claims 1 - 20 pending for examination. 
A Non-responsive amendment filed in response to this office action will be treated as a 
non bona fide response. 



Notice of Non-Compliance 

The amendment to the claims filed on 19 May 2005 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1 .121(c) because claims must have status identifiers, the text 
of withdrawn claims must be presented. Amendments to the claims filed on or after July 
30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1 .121 (c) which states: 

Claims. Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim with 
all changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except when 
the claim is being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change to an 
existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must include 
a complete listing of all claims ever presented. Including the text of all pending and 
withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim listing, including the text of the claims, in 
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the amendment document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, in the 
application.
